LEOPOLDVILLE,  CONGO, 
• AP) — Belgian  paratroops  flown 
n U.  S.  planes  joined  Congolese 
soldiers  in  capturing  rebel  Stan- 
leyville Tuesday  in  the  midst  of 
a massacre  that  by  Belgian  est- 
imates took  50  lives. 

MOWED  DOWN  BY  machine- 
gun  fire  in  Lumumba  Square 
with  rescue  only  moments  away 
were  15  persons,  including  Dr. 
Paul  Carlson,  medical  missionary 
from  Rolling  Hills,  Calif.,  and 
Phyllis  Rine,  a missionary  from 
Cincinnati,  U.S.  official  reports 
said. 

U.S.  Consul  IVIichael  Hoyt  of 
Chicago,  himself  was  in  the 
square  and  reported  only  the 
timely  arrival  of  Belgian  para- 
troopers rushing  in  from  the  air. 
port  staved  off  a general  mass- 
acre. Four  others  of  his  staff 
were  safe,  but  attache  Donald 
Parakes,  Bloomfield,  Ind.,  was 
badly  beaten  by  the  rebel  sold- 
iers. Hoyt  also  was  beaten. 

ALL  THE  OTHER  28  Ameri- 
cans in  Stanleyville  were  safe. 
Ten  of  29  other  Americans  in  re- 
bel hands  elsewhere  were  rescued 
when  Congolese  soldiers  moving 
in  from  the  West  captured  Aketi, 
100  miles  from  Stanleyville. 
Among  them  were  Mrs.  Jannelle 
Bowman,  widow  of  a missionary 
from  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  and 
her  five  children. 


An  hour  after  the  paratroopers 
struck  in  the  gray  pre-dawn  of 
5 A.M.,  the  Congolese  army  led  by 
white  officers  drove  into  the  city 
from  the  South.  The  column  had 
been  ambushed  in  the  darkness

For  Thanksgiving  Holidays 


All  we  can  stress  to  BYU  stu- 
dents is  safety,  safety,  safety, 
said  Alma  King,  of  the  BYU  Per- 
sonnel Services. 

DIRECTOR  KING,  who  is  gen- 
erally the  first  at  BYU  to  be  not- 
ified whenever  a BYU  student  is 
killed  or  injured,  made  the.  ad- 
monition to  the  students  as  they 
prepared  to  depart  for  the  1964 
Thanksgiving  Day  festivities  at 
their  various  homes. 

A few  reminders  to  h*elp  stu- 
dents_  drive  more  carefully'’  in- 
clude not  driving  when  sleepy 
and  not  fully  aware  of  the  dan- 
gers that  might  approach,  not 
exceeding  the  posted  speed  limit, 
and  by  being  especially  careful  on 
roads  that  might  be  icy  or  slick.

More  than  forty  art- 
ists are  represented;  several  pai- 
nters not  born  in  France  but  who 
are  considered  French  through 
their  training,  figure  among

WHILE  3IOPPING  UP,  the 
major  concern  of  the  combined 
forces  was  to  save  the  sur'vivors 
among  1,613  foreigners  held  by 
the  insurgents  as  hostages. 

Refugees  flown  back  from  the 
Northern  capital,  many  of  them 
blood-stained  and  in  a state  of 
shock,  told  oh  the  massacre  only 
minutes  before  Belgian  para- 
troops could  reach  them. 

More  than  250  hostages  held  in 
the  Victoria  hotel  were  herded 
into  Stanleyville’s  main  street  at 
the  first  sound  of  U.S.  planes 
circling  overhead.  They  were 
forced  to  sit  in  the  gutter  of 
Lumumba  Square  wJiile  rebel 
troops  guarded  them.

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Negro  Association  Chief 
Praises  Former  President

A year  ago  the  nation  was  suddenly  and  tragically  de- 
prived of  a gifted  and  gallant  leader.  In  the  twelve  months 
since  the  assassination  of  President  John  F.  Kennedy  the 
luster  of  his  name  and  achievements  has  shown  with  m- 
creasing  brightness.  He  embodied  a new  and  peiwasive  spiiit 
in  our  land— a spirit  of  hope  and  faith  and  confidence  in  our 
destiny,  a spirit  of  oneness  linking  all  our  people  together  in 
pursuit  of  our  national  goals,  irrespective  of  race  or  region, 
religion  or  national  origin  or  class. 

In  his  brief  administration  President  Kennedy  nvved 
impressively  toward  attainment  of  the  American  dream  of 
equality.  His  election  shattered  the  barrier  that  had  restrict- 
ed the  Presidency  to  white  Protestants.  He  initiated  a com- 
prehensive civil  rights,  program  to  lift  the  burden  of  in- 
equality from  the  backs  of  the  nation’s  20  million  black  cit- 
izens. He  proposed  the  abolition  of  poverty  in  the  world's 
most  affluent  society.  He  sought  to  diminish  the  threat  of 
nuclear  annihilation.  He  encouraged  the  arts  and  sciences  and 
commerce.  He  left  a rich  and  enduring  legacy  not  only  for 
his  fellow  Americans,  but  al^  for  all  mankind. 

In  his  first  appearance  before  the  Congress  of  the  Un- 
ited States,  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  called  for  early 
enactment  of  the  civil  rights  bill  as  a monument  to  the  mem- 
ory of  President  Kennedy.  On  July  2,  President  Johnson 
signed  it  into  law. 

John  F.  Kennedy  set  the  natiqn  on  a Course  from  which 
there  can  be  no  turning  back.  There  could  be  no  more  fit- 
ting monument  to  him  than  enactment  of  the  liberating  leg- 
islation which  he  sponsored.  It  is  for  us  to  attain  fulfillment 
of  his  goal  in  practice  and  spirit  as  well  as  in  law.  This  is  the 
most  pressing  task  now  confronting  the  American  people. 

This  is  the  precious  Kennedy  legacy. 


Iowa  School

In  Journalism 

Approximately  thirty-five  as- 
sistantship  appointments  will  be 
available  at  the  University  of 
Iowa  School  of  Journalism. 

Two  kinds  of  journalism  assis- 
tantships  are  offered.  Research 
assistants  will  work  in  such  acti- 
vities as  audience  and  consumer 
studies  and  analysis  of  interna- 
tional communications.  For  inter- 
ested and  qualified  students,  ex- 
perience with  computers  is  usual- 
ly part  of  the  program. 

GRADUATE  ASSISTANTS 
will  not  actually  conduct  classes, 
but  will  be  closely  associated  with 
classroom  teaching  and  with  lab- 
oratories devoted  to  journalism 
work. 

Some  appointments  are  half 
time  and  carry  a stipened  of 
$1,260  to  $2,300  per  academic 
year;  most  are  quarter  time  at 
$630  to  $1,150  per  academic  year. 

GRADUATE  STUDENTS  ap- 
pointed to  either  a graduate  or 
a research  assistantship  may  be 
candidates  in  any  of  three  advan- 
ced degree  programs:  M .A.  in 
journalism  without  thesis;  M.  A. 
in  journalism  with  thesis;  and 
Ph.  D.  in  mass  communications.

Twelve  decorative  historic  pan- 
els painted  by  Mrs.  Lucile  Benn- 
ion are  now  being  exhibited  in 
the  main  lobby  of  the  Clark  Lib- 
rary. 

The  panels  on  exhibit  include 
“Abraham,  Friend  of  God,”  which 
was  made  for  use  in  the  seminar- 
ies and  ward  libraries  of  the 
Church.  Reproductions  were  first 
published  in  January  1964  for  the 
Church,  and  copies  36”  x 22”  are 
available  in  the  BYU  Bookstore. 

“VIKING  SEA  ROADS  and  Sea 
Rovers,”  is  among  the  collection. 
This  panel  was  exhibited  in  1938 
in  the  American  Swedish  Mus- 
eum in  Philadelphia  during  the 
tercentennial  celebration  of  the 
coming  of  the  Peter  Minuit  Col- 
ony to  Delaware. 

Two  panels  on  early  American 
history  portray  the  discovery  of 
America  by  Columbus. 

Mrs.  Bennion  has  made  maps 
and  panels  representing  each  cor- 
ner of  our  country.  Two  panels 
dealing  with  the  Northeastern 
part  of  the  United  States  are 
“Waterways  of  a Fur  Trade,” 
which  treats  the  subject  of  the 
early  French  fur  trade  in  Canada, 
and  “Paul  Revere.”

Little  Buttercup  was  trying  to 
straighten  out  a mixup  caused  by 
switching  children  . . . the  lowly 
sailor  was  in  reality  the  captain. 
Again  the  unimpressive  record 
marked  by  the  Cougar  gridders 
this  fall  becomes  quite  impressive 
„ , when  really  examined. 

Mr.  Hodge  j remember  a column  last  spring 

in  which  it  was  stated  ‘We  don’t  expect  it,  but  don’t 
be  surprised  to  see  the  Cougars  giving  the  big  ones  a 
bit  of  a tussle.”  Shortly  thereafter  I received  a letter 
stating,  “C’mon,  Stan,  most  people  will  be  surprised  to 
see  them  win  a single  game.” 


Could  You  Blame  Them? 

And  who  could  really  blame  the  fans  for  feeling 
that  way  ? There  were  only  a dozen  lettermen  returning 
from  last  year’s  club  which  had  slumped  to  a disap- 
pointing 2-8  season  record.  Much  of  the  weight  was 
necessarily  shifted  to  the  sophomores  with  19  first 
year  men  making  the  Varsity. 

Everyone  knew  the  first  year  would  be  a time 
for  building  for  new  head  coach  Tom  Hudspeth,  but 
the  thin  blue  line,  as  the  Cat  eleven  came  to  be 
known,  showed  there  was  a little  more  to  this  game 
than  brute  strength. 

“We  may  not  bury  anybody  this  fall,  said 
Hudspeth  clear  back  before  the  season  got  under- 
way, “but  we’ll  bruise  a few.” 

The  young  Mountain  Cats  were  teachable,  and  in 
high  spirits,  anxious  to  get  the  football  machine  in 
motion.  It  was  this  desire  to  win  ...  to  perfonn  at  their 
highest  level  that  made  this  year’s  team  the  winning- 
est  for  a first  year  coach  since  1949  when  Eddie  Kim- 
ball took  over  the  coaching  chores. 


More  Than  Winning 

But  the  three  wins  didn’t  tell  the  whole  story 
either.  The  Cougars  were  one  of  the  scrappiest  elevens 
in  the  nation.  Even  when  behind  they  maintained  an 
interested  audience  because  they  never  gave  in.  And 
with  attitudes  like  that  even  defeats  were  victories. 

So  things  are  seldom  what  they  seem.  A sea- 
son that  looks  poor  from  the  record  standpoint 
alone  may  turn  out  to  be  the  prologue  to  BYU’s 
.day  on  the  gridiron. 

As  I visited  with  Coach  Hudspeth  at  the  Varsity- 
Frosh  game  the  other  night,  he  made  a good  point.  It 
wasn’t  only  the  team  or  the  new  stadium  that  made  it 
a successful  season,  but  more  it  was  the  fans  who  sup- 
ported the  Cats,  win  or  lose,  even  braving  a howling 
blizzard  to  watch  them. 


Fans  Contribute  to  Season's  Success 

“We’d  greatly  appreciate  it,”  he  said,  “if  you 
would  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  song  leaders, 
flag  twirlers,  cheerleaders,  and  all  the  studentbody  for 
the  support  they  have  given  us  this  year.  We  really 
appreciate  their  support  and  will  do  everything  we  can 
to  justify  it.  They  are  definitely  as  important  a part  of 
our  department  as  anything  else  I know  of.” 

Glad  to,  coach,  and  I’d  like  to  add  my  thanks  to  his. 
A football  team  is  nothing  without  fans  and  BYU 
showed  the  Cougars  this  year  that  they  will  never  be 
without  them.  I for  one  really  hope  the  same  spirit 
and  support  will  extend  through  the  coming  basketball 
season. 

Coach  Stan  Watts  believes,  “We  should  be  an 
improved  team  in  most  respects.  We  have  good  re- 
inforcements in  our  sophomores,  and  I believe  we 
can  generate  a good  offense  in  the  series  ahead. 

“Two  of  the  schools,  Arizona  and  Wyoming, 
should  be  stronger,  since  they  have  nearly  all  of 
their  players  returning.  New  Mexico,  too,  will  be  a 
threat  if  they  get  some  replacements.
